The news of that day was a major event 
that changed the way Americans lived and how they 
worked. Pearl Harbor Day is ivell remembered 50 years 
later. Here are the recollections of a number of Green- 
belters about that day.

On Sunday, December 7, 1941, the Reed family took a 
drive from Washington, D.C., into the country to see about 
renting one of the new “Defense Homes” being built by the 
Federal Government in Greenbelt, recalls Joan Reed Neu¬ 
mann of Lakeside Drive. It was on that trip that the 
family learned about the bombing of Pearl Harbor. The 
new homes were still under construction and there were no 
sidewalks. The family walked through mud to see their 
new home at 20 Court Ridge. Shortly thereafter, the fam¬ 
ily moved to Greenbelt and Joan’s father, Joseph Reed, 
who was in the Navy, left his family to serve in the war.

Other kids 
passing by first told them of 
the attack, hut they didn't pay 
much attention to it until they 
returned home and began listen¬ 
ing to the news on the radio. 

Although late in the season, 
football was still a popular ac¬ 
tivity on that fateful Sunday. 
Playing kick football that day 
in Petrolia, Kansas, was Ken 
Kennedy of Fayette Place.

When I asked long-time resi¬ 
dent J. Donald Wolfe what 
Greenbelters were doing on De¬ 
cember 7, 1941, I got a lot more 
than I bargained for. “Let me 
get a group together for you 
and we’ll tell you,” Wolfe re¬ 
sponded. “I’ll call some people 
and get right back to you.” A 
half-hour later he called to tell 
me that it was all arranged. 
“Lunch at the Greenbelt Ameri¬ 
can Legion next Monday,” A 
while later I got another call, 
“I’ve got the conference room 
so we can sit down and talk 
after lunch,” 

I hauled out my old tape re¬ 
corder, installed new batteries 
and packed an extra tape, tab¬ 
lets and two pens in case one 
ran out of ink. (Would you be¬ 
lieve they both did?) Off I went 
on my first major assignment 
for the Greenbelt News Review. 

Joining me for lunch were 
Donnie and his wife, Lucy, Dor¬ 
othy and Salvatore Gussio, their 
daughter Ellen Domchick and 
her husband George, their neigh¬ 
bor and good friend, Annie Hal¬ 
ley, Al and Lorraine Nuzzo, 
Walsh and Evelyn Barcus, and 
Henry and Kathleen McFarland. 
All of this group were old-time 
Greenbelters (i.e,, before my 
time) and all but three were 
original residents of the city back 
in 1937 and 1938, Annie Halley 
still lives in the same house she 
moved into with her husband and 
son in 1937. 

While we were finishing our 
meals, the lights went out. Then 
on again—and off again—and on 
again and finally off for good. 

The conference room at the 
Legion is the room upstairs in 
the original farmhouse building. 
There are no windows in the 
stairway. Up the stairs the group 
groped their way with the aid 
of Donnie’s penlight. Fortunate¬ 
ly, there were plenty of windows 
in the meeting room itself. 

For the next hour and a half 
the group talked about their ex¬ 
perience on Pearl Harbor Day 
and during World War II- I lis¬ 
tened and tried to take notes. It 
was difficult, because I would 
get too involved in listening to 
the stories to bother writing. 
Fortunately, my tape recorder 
worked. 

The results of that meeting 
formed the basis for most of the 
accompanying story about Pearl 
Harbor Day. Hopefully, more of 
their accounts will be the sub¬ 
ject of future articles.

Council Supports Trails, 
Plans Retreat and Organizes

The November 18 city council meeting was dominated 
by housekeeping tasks. Many matters were covered, such 
as expressing support of hiker-biker trails in the Anaeostia 
watershed, discussion of a council- city manager strategy 
session, appointment of council members to boards and 
committees. 

Indian Creek Trail the Transportation Planning 


Council voted to send a letter 
of support, for the Anaeostia 
Headwaters Greenway's attempt 
to get federal funding of six 
hiker-biker trails, to the Prince 
Georges County Transportation 
Oversight Committee. The group 
is trying to complete trails along 
tributaries of the Anaeostia Riv¬ 
er including the Northeast 
Branch, into which flows Indian 
Creek. Currently the trail run¬ 
ning south along Indian Creek 
begins just south of Greenbelt 
Road at 57th Avenue- 

There was a short discussion 
about the possibilities of extend¬ 
ing trails toward and around 
Greenbelt. Council member Rod¬ 
ney Roberts asked about the 
possibilities of extending trails 
toward Greenbelt and to the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC). Clara Kuehn 
answered that the group has no 
problem with extending the trails 
as suggested. 

But council member Antoinette 
Bram asked how the council could 
speak for BARC. It is out of 
our jurisdiction, she said. At her 
urging council agreed to send a 
copy of its letter about the trails 
to BARC- It then unanimously 
adopted a motion in support of 
the trails. 

Retreat Planned 

It was decided that the council 
and city manager will have a 
strategy session to discuss such 
things as the council's top pri¬ 
orities, the budget situation, and 
the Strategic Plan for Greenbelt. 
The details of setting it up will 
be discussed in a work session. 
Council also voted to use the 
services of Robert Slavin, who 
conducted the search for the city 
manager. 

Council agreed to meet with 
its Parks and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board (PRAB), as it had 
in past years, to discuss recrea¬ 
tion and parks issues. The meet¬ 
ing will probably be held in early 
1992. 

Appointments 

Since this was the new city 
council's first working meeting, 
council members chose boards 
and committees of the Council of 
Governments on which to serve. 
Continuing on the same board 
and committees are: Gil Weiden- 
feld on the Board of Directors, 
Thomas White on the Environ¬ 
mental Policy Committee, Bram 
on the Metropolitan Develop¬ 
ment Committee, and Edward 
Putens on the Public Safety 
Committee- Roberts will serve on 


Board and Putens on the Human 
Services Committee. 

Council members serve as liai¬ 
sons to the city advisory boards. 
Roberts will take over from Jo- 
sept Isaacs as liaison to PRAB 
till January 1, 1992. At that time 
council members will switch 
boards as they do every six 
months. 

The city donated $300 to the 
Regional/Urban Design Assist¬ 
ance Team, a eharette type proj¬ 
ect for inner beltway communi¬ 
ties in Prince Georges County. 
The city recently expressed sup¬ 
port for the project. 

Council agreed to support the 
passage of county legislation, 
CB 100-1991, which would require 
anyone having five or more ani¬ 
mals to have an animal hobby 
permit. The permit also sets out 
minimum living conditions for 
the animals. 

Petitions 

Two petitions were presented 
to council. Gerald Madison sug¬ 
gested that council should have 
a cost of living escalator. 

Doug Love presented a 13-page 
study explaining that Greenbelt 
should ‘‘take responsibility for 
an appropriate share of the 
Chesapeake Bay tidal wetlands, 
of the world’s rainforests, and 
an appropriate mountain." His 
petition was in response to a 
recent Maryland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion study which “points out that 
according to national norms, 
Greenbelt needs its share of ball- 
fields"

Suburban Maryland residents 
with AIDS will be able to access 
Whitman-Walker Clinic’s AIDS 
services closer to home through 
WWC’s Suburban Maryland 
Metro AIDS Project (SUMMA j 
now under the direction of 
Brian J* Scott, former Southern 
Maryland Division Director for 
the American Heart Association. 

WWC established SUMMA in 
June 1991, primarily with fund¬ 
ing from the Ryan White Title I 
grant through the Maryland 
Health Department, to increase 
local access to its services and 
to develop programs specific to 
the needs of indigent, uninsured 
people living with AIDS ?n 
Prince Georges, Montgomery, 
Frederick, Charles, Calvert and 
St. Mary’s Counties.

Power Outage Closes 
Center Businesses

Lights fluttered and went out 
in the middle of Greenbelt on 
Monday at 12:29 p.m., when a 
falling limb took down the pow¬ 
er line on Lakeside Drive, More 
than 2,100 customers in the south 
end of old Greenbelt, including 
Roosevelt Center, were without 
electricity until the break was 
repaired at 2:42 p.m., Deborah 
Leake, PEPCO spokesperson, told 
the News Review. No emergen¬ 
cies or serious problems were re¬ 
ported. 

Most of the stores in the Cen¬ 
ter closed. Shoppers already in 
the Co-op grocery store were 
checked out with calculators, ac¬ 
cording to Co-op employee Betty 
Price, who explained that secur¬ 
ity and safety for both shoppers 
and the store require that they 
lock the doors. 

Cynthia Comproni, manager of 
the Greenbelt Federal Credit 
Union told a similar story. But 
with their small office, they were 
able to allow customers to come 
in one at a time. Sovran Bank 
was letting in people a few at 
a time- 

Quite a few members of Green¬ 
belt Homes called the GHI offic¬ 
es, which remained open, to find 
out what had caused the outage. 
A back-up battery system kept 
GHI’s phones available for in¬ 
coming and outgoing calls but 
no transfers could be made with¬ 
in the system, said Joan Krob, 
director of Member Services. Em¬ 
ployees with dark inner offices 
looked for available space near 
a window' to continue their work. 
The city offices also remained 
open but the phone system was 
down. 

The Greenbelt Post Office was 
able to use auxiliary power for 
awhile but it, too gave out. 

Residents and shopkeepers in 
the same area told the News Re¬ 
view that their homes and stores

Commercial Drivers 
Offered Eve. Test 

The Motor Vehicle Administra¬ 
tion (MVA) of the Maryland 
Department of Transportation 
offers evening testing at all full- 
service offices for commercial 
driver’s licenses. 

State and federal laws require 
that all drivers of heavy trucks 
and buses obtain a new commer¬ 
cial driver’s license by March 
31, 1992. In order to obtain this 
new type of license, drivers are 
required to pass a series of writ¬ 
ten tests that measure their 
ability to drive such a vehicle 
safely. Individuals with poor 
driving records are also required 
to take a driving test. 

In its efforts to avail Mary¬ 
land’s commercial drivers with 
compliance of the new Commer¬ 
cial Driver’s License require¬ 
ment, MVA Administrator W, 
Marshal Rickert advises imme¬ 
diate action. “We are offering 
written tests during evening 
hours by appointment at all 
MVA full-service offices- With a 
substantial number of drivers yet 
to be tested, we hope they will 
take advantage of these expand¬ 
ed testing hours and avoid the 
rush later this winter.

Ken’s first question was, “Where 
is Pearl Harbor?” 

The Redskins on Radio 

At the Co-op Service Station, 
then located on Centerway at 
Gardenway, Henry McFarland 
was with a friend. Bill Town¬ 
send, who had just bought a 
1941 Plymouth. They were lis¬ 
tening to the Washington Red- 
skins-Philadelphia Eagles foot¬ 
ball game on the car radio when 
the announcement was made. 

A lot of Greenbelters were 
listening to the Redskins game- 
At 2-J Westway, Dorothy Gussio 
and her daughter, Ellen (now 
Mrs. George Domchick) were do¬ 
ing so, Dorothy was crocheting 
an afghan and awaiting the re¬ 
turn of her husband, Salvatore, 
who was completing a 15-day 
four of duty on a Southern Rail¬ 
road dining car returning to 
Washington from Atlanta. When 
the football game was interrupt¬ 
ed for the announcement, she 
thought that Pearl Harbor was 
in Maine. 

The Gussios now reside on 
Crescent Road at 62 Court. 

Ellen Gussio Domchick remem¬ 
bers little about hearing the 
news on the radio, but was very 
much impressed by the newspa¬ 
per boys going through the 
neighborhood with extra editions 
of the Washington Times-Hera Id. 


At 58-D Crescent, Lorraine 
Mullen (now Mrs. Albert Nuzzo, 
12 Court Ridge), a member of 
the 13th family to move to 
Greenbelt, was also listening to 
the football game with her dad, 
Leo, and two girl friends, Es¬ 
telle Edston and Arlene Liver¬ 
more. 

Who won that football game? 
The Redskins, 20-14 remembers 
A1 Nuzzo. 

At the Candy Store 

The local candy store was a 
popular gathering spot in those 
days for teenagers and young 
adults. In Jersey City, N.J. A1 
was having an ice cream soda 
at the candy store with three 
buddies. They were going over 
plans for the coming baseball 
season to see who was going to 
play on their team. Music was 
playing on the radio when a 
news flash announced the at¬ 
tack. Everyone looked at a map 
to see where Pearl Harbor was- 

Al, who was 21, already had 
two brothers who had enlisted. 
He wanted to enlist as well but 
his mother insisted that he wait 
until he was drafted. “In those 
days, you did what your mother 
told you*” Al said. His military 
service began soon enough, how¬ 
ever, as he was drafted the fol¬ 
lowing June. 

Former Greenbelter George 
Domchick, then a senior in high 


school, was at the local “sugar 
shop” in Freeland, Pa., “where 
all the girls hung out” When 
he heard the news late in the 
afternoon (it was late afternoon 
because cf the time differential 
between the East Coast and 
Hawaii) George and others be¬ 
gan to rib one of his good 
friends who was “already in the 
pot” by being a member of the 
Civilian Military Training Corps. 
He remembers his friend saying, 
“Well, I always hoped that there 
would be war, but didn’t hope 
it would be this soon.” 

In Irvington, NJ., Joe Cohen, 
the proprietor of a candy store, 
was not tending to the store 
but was instead coaching a 
sports club football team in a 
game. His daughter, Elaine (bet¬ 
ter known to News Review read¬ 
ers as Elaine Skolnik) was 
watching the game. News of war 
interrupted the game but didn’t 
stop it. At the time Elaine 
thought that war would be rath¬ 
er exciting and it wasn’t until 
later, when many of the boys 
playing football that day lost 
their lives in combat, that she 
realized what war really meant. 

At the Y.W.C.A. 

At the Y.W-C.A. in Hibbing, 
Minn., Evamarrianne Beulah 
(now Mrs. Joseph Brubaker of 
6 Court Ridge), a student at 
Hibbing Junior College, learned 
of the attack from a friend who 


had gone downstairs and been 
told by the receptionist. One 
friend, believing that this would 
be a memorable day and that 
soon they would be going in dif¬ 
ferent directions and nothing 
would ever again be the same, 
decided to take pictures of Eva¬ 
marrianne and other friends.

At the Movies 

The manager of the Wishart 
Theater in Philadelphia, Pa., call¬ 
ed the two ushers at the Sunday 
matinee together to advise them 
that he was going to turn on the 
lights in two minutes to make 
a special announcement and that 
they might be needed to assist 
patrons. Charles Mills, of Ma¬ 
plewood Court, was one of those 
ushers. The announcement, of 
course, was about the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. For the most part, 
the audience was silent. A few 
cried- Most patrons left the 
theater and went home. Some 
went to pray at the church 
across the street. “Later on we 
got mad,” Charles said. 

At the time, he was underage 
to work at the theater. A year 
and a half later, still underage 
for military service, he joined 
the Army. 

At Home in Greenbelt 

Kathleen Scott McFarland, 
who lived at 7-K Crescent then, 
notes that most Greenbelters 
were at home enjoying a quiet 
Sunday afternoon on December 
7, 1941- Her mother was working 
in the kitchen while her dad

listened to the football game on 
the radio. 

Annie Halley, who has resided 
in the 62 Court of Crescent since 
she and her husband, Edward, 
and son Edward, Jr., moved to 
Greenbelt in October 1937, re¬ 
members being at home with her 
mother and her brother. Her 
brother was in the service and 
temporarily working in Balti¬ 
more on the construction of a 
ship. That ship was the first 
Liberty Ship launched; her 
brother served on it as an engi¬ 
neer. 

Lucille Howell of Lakeview 
Circle remembers Pearl Harbor 
Day very well. She had planned 
a family dinner with her mother 
and her brother’s family (the 
C. J- Taylors of Ridge Road) 
attending. She decided to use her 
Haviland China because it might 
be blown to smithereens if war 
should happen. While her hus¬ 
band, Carson, was getting her 
mother, a neighbor telephoned 
and told her to turn on the radio 
because the Japanese have just 
bombed Pearl Harbor- It was a 
depressing dinner. Everyone lis¬ 
tened to the radio. “When my 
sister-in-law stood up from the 
table, her labor pains began, and 
she ended up having to go to 
the hospital where she had her 
baby. That was an exciting eve¬ 
ning,” Mrs. Howell remembers. 

And In Europe 

Leonie Penney of Northway 
does not remember hearing the 
news about Pearl Harbor but 
remembers very well where she 
was. A native of Holland, her 
world was topsy-turvy. The Ger¬ 
mans were occupying her coun¬ 
try. She does not believe that 
Nazi propaganda told much about 
something that happened far, far 
from her home. For her, there 
were matters of more serious 
and greater concern on that day. 

In Germany, a Berlin upper 
school student, Gudrun Humanik 
(better known to Greenbelters 
as former City Clerk. Gudi Mills) 
was not told by the government- 
controlled press of the sneak at¬ 
tack on Pearl Harbor. Instead, 
the papers told the "good news” 
that Japan had entered the w r ar 
tc help its Axis partners, Ger¬ 
many and Italy. J^pan would 
create a second Russian front 
and help Germany defeat that 
country. At the time, Berlin was 
just beginning to feel the effects 
of war as the British first began 
bombing the city. Gudi recalls 
her dad saying, however, “Once 
America is in the war, Germany 
will be defeated.”

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City Police Join Task Force 
To Fight Drug Trafficking

The Greenbelt Police Department is now participating 
in the newly formed College Park Metropolitan Area Nar¬ 
cotics Task Force. On Oct. 28, Police Chief James Craze 
signed the agreement creating the task force along with 
officials from three other agencies — the University of 
Maryland’s Police Department, the Office of the Prince 
Georges County States Attorney, and the Maryland State 
Police. 


?he multi-agency enforcement 
unit will combine resources to 
deal with violations of drug laws 
and to promote a “Drug Free” 
environment. The task force will 
focus on “drug trafficking into 
and out of the University of 
Maryland and its environs in¬ 
cluding those areas where stu¬ 
dents reside.” In Greenbelt for 
example, the largest group of 
university students reside in the 
Springhill Lake Apartments 
where they occupy about 20 per¬ 
cent of the 2,899 units. 

Purpose 

Craze emphasized that “the 
focus goes beyond the campus 

. when narcotic investigations 
are conducted, we want to go 
after the suppliers . . . those 
“bringing narcotics to students.” 

The creation of a drug unit 
within the Greenbelt Police De¬ 
partment was on Craze’s wish 
list this past year. However, bud¬ 
geting constraints had prevented 
the department from establish¬ 
ing a three-member Narcotics 
Task Force. At the time. Craze 
had observed that it was too 
dangerous to “undertake narcot¬ 
ics investigations using a sole 
investigator.” 

“The (multi-agency”) task 
force is a significant step for¬ 
ward for our department be¬ 
cause it is the first time we 
have been able to have an in¬ 
vestigator assigned full time for 
narcotic’s work,” Craze observed. 

Composition 

At least one employee from 
each police agency will be par¬ 
ticipating full-time on the task 


force. The State’s Attorney will 
assign at least one Assistant 
State’s Attorney on an “as need¬ 
ed basis.” Salaries and equip¬ 
ment are being furnished by the 
task force member’s agency 
with the State furnishing office 
supplies, funds for payments to 
informants, investigative ex¬ 
penses, “Flash Rolls,” and ac¬ 
cess to all state intelligence sys¬ 
tems. All proceeds from forfeit¬ 
ure proceedings resulting from 
task force investigations, ar¬ 
rests and prosecutions will be 
applied towards the cost of the 
unit’s operations. 

Task force members will have 
statewide policing authority. 
Their supervisor, the State Po¬ 
lice task force member, will be 
approved or rejected by the Ad¬ 
visory Board that governs the 
unit. 

The Advisory board, comprised 
of each participating agency’s 
chief and the State’s Attorney 
or their designees, will establish 
the unit’s goals and objectives 
and “ensure they are met.” Non¬ 
voting associate members shall 
be the Hyattsville Police Chief, 
the commander of the County 
Police Narcotics Division and the 
Barrack Commander of the For- 
estville State Police Barrack or 
their designees. Actions taken 
by the board require a three- 
fourths majority vote- 

Any party may terminate the 
agreement creating the task 
force upon 30 days notice. Rea¬ 
sonable time for completing 
pending investigations must be 
allowed.
